UK Center Belongs In Hazard 






At Civic Night last week. Dr. 
John W. Oswald, president of the University 
of Kentucky, told a large, attentive audience 
that the site for a UK "community ctollege” in 
this region has not yet been decided upon. But 
when it Is, he said, it will be selected on 
"“educational bases." He did ntot elaborate 
upon this comment, and after his speech he 
good naturedly declined to say any more on 
the subject to individuals who pressed around 
him with questions and general felicitations. 

But even that short statement is good 
news for Hazard, because it means that the 
door f^or a UK community college here is still 
open. 

Hazard citizens fought hard to get a UK 
extension located here during the administra- 
tion of former Governor Bert T. Combs. I.,and 
was made available, funds were raised, the 
m-any advantages of Hazard such as its police 
department, fire department, water and sew- 
age-treatment facilities were pointed out. But 
it was all to no avail as the promise, or at 
least the tentative promise, of the college was 
given to Letcher County to fulfill a previous 
political pledge there. The concensus of 
opinion at that time had it that the old Stuart 
Robinson ScHool campus near Blackey would 
be the site of the extension. Later, reports 
circulated that the extension would be built 
in or near Whitesburg. Wise to the inner- 
workings of politics. Hazard citizens grudging- 
ly accepted the decision and the big campaign

This 
boarding house at the time of our coming to 
Hazard was operated by Mrs. Gib Maggard 
"Aunt Liza’’ and she is known to everyone 
now, and still resides at Chavies. Mrs. Mag- 
gard is the mother of former Jailer, Charlie 
Maggard. 

This building along with the county jail 
and several other eye sores in town are all 
listed in the North Main Street Urban renewal 
project. One feels a bit of nostalgia to think 
of the old landmarks going but is prog- 
ress. and is as it should be.

to get the college here died away in the face 
I of what appeared to be the inevitable result 
of a political tfe. 

But now the University president has .said 
that the site of the extension in this area has 
not been picked yet, and that educational fac- 
tors will determine the choice. If this is true, 
if educational fa'ctors and not piolltics are to be 
the determining reasons for placing the col- 
lege at a particular place, then Hazard citizens 
have every reason to taka encouragement for 
getting the college hare. 

Hazard had the best argument on educa- 
tional grounds all along, and still has it. and 
ought to be willing to renew the old fight to 
make sure that Hazard’s argument is heard in 
the right places by the right people. 

The “right place” is none other than the 
University of Kentucky itself, and the “right 
people’’ are those faculty members who com- 
prise the committee that will be sent out to 
assess the various advantages and disadvant- 
ages of the respective sites. Hazard should be 
completely willing to Jet a committee of ob- 
jective persons make a decisibn on purely 
educational grounds. Because all apparent 
educational considerations recommend Hazard 
as the only logical place in this area for such 
a college. 

These factors are well known. In addi- 
tion to the specific advantages listed above, a 
more general yet basic consideration is that 
Hazard is a population center, the urban hub 
of a vast population wheel that includes all 
of Perry County and extends well into parts 
of Letcher, Leslie, Breathitt and Knott Coun- 
ties. Approximately 100,000 people in this 
area are Hazard-oriented because they shop 
here, are entertained here, rceive medical 
and legal service, as well as vocational and 
commercial training here. 

Whitesburg, county seat of Letcher Coun- 
ty, and considered by some as a potential site 
Ibr the college, has a few of these same ad- 
vantages. But its proximity to the existing 
UK extension at Cumberland seems to be an 
overwhelming factor against putting another 
extension in Whitesburg. The two towns are 
less than an hour’s drive from each other 
now, and will be much closer time-wise when 
proposed highway improvements on the south 
side of Pine Mountain become a reality in a 
few years. It would be a shame indeed if UK 
community colleges at Whitesburg and Cumb- 
erland wound up competing for students be- 
cause their radius of educational influence 
overlapped. 

It is hard now, after two years in which 
to consider the hard facts of the matter, to 
understand the early enthusiasm many people, 
including this new^aper, had for establishing 
the college at the Stuart Robinson campus. 
That such a College must have an urban base 
can hardly be doubted now, and the Blackey 
area cannot provide that. The main reason 
Blackey got as much attention as it did initial- 
ly was because the enterprising people of that 
community had about two year’s head start in 
the campaign over everybody else. From the 
beginning, this newspaper did what it could Vo 
help the Blackey cause and remained commit- 
ted to it even after Hazard and other com- 
munities began vying for the favor of those 
who would make the ultimate decision of 
where the college wtould go. It is no secret 
that this newspaper has sentimental ties to 
that community.

OF GOOD AND EVIL

The “leper” who threatens to commit suicide by jump- 
ing off a bridge, the aging cop who has been shot at once too 
often and has lost his nerve, the girl who claims that Iwo 
punks in a stolen car tried to rape her, the operator who 
tries flo buy protection for his rackets, the off-duty police- 
man who kills his first man in foiling an attempted holdup — 
there Is enough melodrama in Mr. Gann’s new novel to last 
niost of us a lifetime, but, says Mr, Gann, it is all part of a 
routine day’s work at a city prtice station. Of Good and E\11 
is a story of one day in a big town’s hall of justice: the police 
station, the courts, the jail, the morgue. 

“There is no sp^ial town, city or region, where the af- 
fairs described in this book could only have occurred,” Mr. 
Gunn comments in an Introduction. “Yet here in the city 
should be identified a$ Ban Francisco because there are very 
few other cities in the world where the material for this book 
<^ould have been so readily obtained.” Police Chief Hill, on 
whom the novel centers, may lack the brilliance of ,J. J. 
Marric’s George Gideon of Scotland Yard, but he is probably 
a lot closer to what real police chiefs are like. Fr those who 
are curious abouL thp., drai^? t^iat pervades the dust and 
grime and dingy corridors of their own city hall, Mr Gann's 
account of what goes on is probably authentic as the smell 
of sweat in a courtroom. (Price, $4.B5), 



Today's Herald carries a story on the 
front page about the possibility of efforts ol 
Hazard to annex the community of I.othalr 
and Include it within extended limits of the 
city. On another page of today’i Herald Is a 
letter to the city from the Kentucky Water 
Pollution Control Commission explaining the 
major and most immediate reason why the 
annexation on procedures may be Initiated: 
Lothair sewage must have a better place to 
go than the Kentucky River. 

Annexation procedures in any city usually 
meet with an initial outcry of Indignation 
from some of the citizens of the community 
which is about to be annexed because annexa- 
tion will obviously mean more taxation. Am- 
ericans have resented paying taxes to any 
government since our Revolution in 1776 and 
when and if the full pressure of annexa- 
tion to Hazard Is felt by the citizens of Lo- 
thair, many of them will no doubt exercise 
their right of complaint and protest and per- 
haps resist the move. 

This will be natural and not surprising. It 
may even be healthy for the situation as a 
whole since argument and public debate help 
clear the air of hysteria and false impressions 
and reduce the question to its basic essentials 
so that all citizens can understand them. 

And once the issues at stake are made 
cheer, tlure should be little doubt in the 
minds of the public that annexation would be 
a real boon for both communities. Hazard and 
Lothair. 

The Water Pollution Control Commission 
has already pointed out that Lothair’s raw 
sewage being discharged in great quantities 
into the river is a serious threat to the health 
of this whole community. The letter from the 
Commission states that by itself “the com- 
munity of Lothair cannot satisfactorily solve 
the problem.’’ The letter goes on to say that 
the solving of the sewage problem in Lothair 
“is an impossible task isnder the presefit 
structure of that community,” but that Hazard 
is well on its way to a permanent solution to 
the problem with its new sewage-treatment 
plant nearing completion. 

But the question of sewage is only the 
most obvious factor to consider in the face

af lx>thalr's anticipated annexation to Hazard. 
Dne of equal Importance is that of education. 
Surely lothair residents will be quick to ac- 
knowledge that the presence of a city elemen- 
tary school In their community and access to 
Hazard High School is and for years has been 
an invaluable asset to lothair children. 

Other advantages to Lothair that will ac- 
crue from being a part of Hazard are good 
police and fire protection. Do Lothair clti- 
tens realise that their savings in fire Insur- 
ince on their homes will alone almost pay 
their city texes once they become eligible for 
city fire protection? And surely in these rest- 
less times, when county law enforcement 
rapabiltUes are so limited, the advantages of 
city police protection do not have to be point- 
ed out. 

Citizens of both communities must ^ 
member that already they are neighbors, and 
that their problems are mutual ones. With 
Lothair a part of Hazard, this city would over- 
night swell to a population of ten thousaad 
and thus could cope with its problems much 
more effectively than they can now as two 
leparate communities. Hazard's chances for 
jetting the University of Kentucky comnHinlty 
N)Ilege would be greatly enhanced once Lo- 
thair and Hazard combine forces, not to men- 
tion possible industries who could well be 
interested in locating in a city of ten thousand 
but who see little appeal in a smaller com- 
munity. 

It would be a mistake to assume that all 
would be sweetness and light just because the 
two communities became one. Problems con- 
tinually beset any community that seeks to 
shuck off the status quo in quest of a better 
place in which to live. A case in point is the 
literal mess that has been made of liOthair 
streets in the wake of Hazard's expanded water 
lines. Some Lothair citizens are irate over this, 
and rightly so. But in the long run such temp- 
orary difHculties will pale into insignificance 
in view of the ultimate benefits that will come 
like a ripe harvest if the proper seeds are 
town now. Simply stated, Haza^ and Lothair 
need each other. Let’s hope that they can be 
joined with a minimum of difficulty as soon 
IS possible.

No doubt, many Russell Countians saw 
Walter Cronkite's Sunday television presenta- 
tion on the plight of Appalachia — - or Eastern 
Kentucky. 

No doubt too, if you were one who viewed 
it. you said a silent prayer of “Thank God that 
Russell County is not part of thia scene” as 
you sat watching in your easy chair. 

With the main views photographed in Clay 
County, the depiction of Appalachia, U.S.A 
was absolutely deplorable. Yet we presume 
that it was true, but it is appalling to think 
that such can occur in America today. 

Clay is just one of those many Eastern 
mountain counties that is almost, in certain 
tnetanceis, in starvation circumstances. We 
traveled in those counties just a few months 
ago, and the shacks on the hillsides, housing 
families with 5 to 12 in them, as shown and 
told in Cronkite's story, were no exaggera- 
tion. 

Actually, as we viewed part of it, we were 
ashamed . . . because it was Kentucky we 
were seeing, and we also realized that Russell 
County Is — whether we like it or not — a 
part of Appalachia. 

Our county, however, is not in the shape 
of the others. One of the main reasons is 
that we have never depended on coal for our 
livelihood. This has always been a farming 
county, and it is getting better each year. 

It has not been too long though — and 
we remember very well — when those far 
Eastern counties seemed to be in much better 
condition than Russell. That was in the hey- 
day of King Coal, and long before we traveled 
very far from home we heard fabulous tales 
of the Eastern Kentucky miners ... of the 
big money they made ... of the long, ex- 
pensive cars that were always parked in fror* 
of the <fhacks. We heard about the drinking, 
the feuding, fighting ' and the umbelievable 
spending of money. 

We went to school with numerous stu- 
dents from Clay County, and they were all— 
every last one of them — likable. For the 
most part also — though this may not have 
been the general case — they seemed to be 



in excellent financial condition. We knew a 
lot of Hensleys back in those days. And last 
Sunday, lo and behold, one of them, Isham 
Hensley, now a promioent oil man in Man- 
chester, appeared o.n the program. Isham 
hadn’t changed much, but we noticed that he 
wore his bat to hide an evident bald bead. 
Also, occasionally we noticed that he glanced 
downward while giving his recital, and we 
knew that he was copying his words from a 
paper — just as he often did in those old 
college days. 

But Isham was a star. He told his story 
well and we felt for him while he was telling 
it . . . because we know that he hated to get 
up in front of those cameras and tell the 
world of the pitable condition that had come 
to his own people. Isham, like every other 
Eastern Kentuckian that we have met, tk 
proud. He is proud because he has the right 
to be. 

The United States Government must do 
something for Appalachia — a great deal, ii 
fact. For it will take a terrific amount of 
assistance to help them. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Jr., and others also appeared on the 
oiogram. Five main points — mostly inv* 
ing the idea of the Eastern Kentuckians raising 
themselves back up to prosperity — were dis- 
cussed. 

We doubt if it can be done alone within 
the next 100 years. For instance those people 
have never been farmers. It would take gen- 
erations to develop their land and turn it into 
farmland such as we enjoy here in Russell 
County. So, for the immediate future, all we 
:an foresee in the Eaistern Kentucky moun- 
tains are federal projects. There are still 
many natural resources there. Therefore, it 
seems to us that numerous projects might fare 
as well in Appalachia as anywhere else in the 
U. S. A. 

For the moment however, we are so proud 
that we started developing a dependable farm- 
ing economy years ago. We have a pretty 
good tourist trade too — thanks to Wolfe 
Creek Dam and Lake Cumberland — that we 
are very proud of. 



What Would Happen If All Advertising Stopped In America?

All advertising in the United 
States was stopped at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

More than 4,700 of the na- 
tion’s radio stations immediate- 
ly announced plans for diacon. 
tinuing operations indefinitely. 
Industry spokaunen predicted 
that all of the more than 560 
teevision stations in the nation 
will turn oU their switches 
within a week. About 92,000 
employees in these organiza- 
tions will be affected directly 
losing their jobs. 

Approximately 600,000 in al- 
lied industries, it is expected, 
soon will receive their final 
paychecks. 

The major national net- 
works, stunned by the com- 
plete loss of revenue, announ- 
ced Imminent diacontinuance 
of all aarvice. 

The naUon’a ntwapapera, de- 



pending principally upon ad- 
vertising revenue, were read- 
justing to the situation quickly. 
Most of them were reducing 
size by 78 to 85 percent and 
at least doubling circulation 
prices. The American News- 
paper Publishers Association 
announced that several hun- 
dred thousand would lose their 
jobs. 

Many magazines went to the 
wall immediately. Some were 
trying to follow the newspaper 
lead • reducing size and raising 
subscription prices. 

Thousands of retail clerks in 
stores throughout the nation, 
economists predict, will be un 
employed within a week. There 
will not be sufficient buying 
traffic in the stores to support 
the huge retail payroll. 

Store owners and managers 
are cancelling orders, giveo in 
anticipation o£ normal bust- 
naaa. And, of course, this 



means that thousands of manu- 
facturers and wh 0 1 e s a 1 e r s 
throughout the nation are 
making plans to reduce produc- 
tion iby closing down plants. 
Economists predict that unem- 
ployment will soar into the mil- 
lions. With mass production 
crippled, prices on merchan- 
dise will rise sharply-while 
buying power declines. 

Freight carriers on land, in 
the air, on water, are having 
emergency meetings to deter- 
mine what should be done 
next. The future looks dismal 
indeed to them, for there will 
be little or nothing to carry 
for profit. 

All of this because advertis- 
ing was stopped at lU o’clock 
this morning; all of this be- 
cause there remains no method 
of tolling the people about the 
products of their own manu- 
fseturt. 

Msrkot prices oa the Ex- 



change dipped to new lows, as 
investors foresaw general busi- 
ness bankruptcy throughout 
the nation. Trading is at a vir- 
tual standstill. There are plen- 
ty of sellers, but no buyers. 

Dr. Albert Snailpace, who 
has been conducting a campa- 
ign against “advertising exces- 
ses” by organizing citizens’ 
groups throughout the nation, 
commented: “This is awful.” 
Dr. Snailpace had just been 
notified that he had lost his 
faculty job. The university did 
not expect many of its students 
to return to the campus for 
the next semester. 

There are emergency ses- 
sions of the Cabinet and Con- 
gress in Washington, and Gov- 
ernors throughout the nation 
are calling special sessions of 
General Assemblies. 

Officeholders are 'beginning 
to wonder bow they 'wlU con- 
duct their campaigns now. In 



big towns and small towns, 
breadlines are forming - but 
there iwll 'be no bread in a few 
more days. Grain and cattle 
markets in Chicago, Omaha, 
and Kansas City are collapsing. 

All of this because advertis- 
ing stopped at 10 o’clock this 
morning. _ 

There is no voice to^ teiF the 
buyers about the sellers’ wares. 
There are no dollars to support 
the mass media that day in and 
day out, hour in and hour out, 
convey information to the peo- 
ple. 

There are long faces in the 
Treasury Department • where 
Savings Bund officials read 
quickly the handwriting on the 
wall. Savings bend sales would 
drop to a trickle, and the na- 
tion would lose a vital means 
of helping to keep our econo- 
my stable.

To Provide J^s 
For Unemployed 

Two industrial orojects in 
Kentucky and West Virginia 
and a technical assistance pro- 
ject in Michigan to help pro- 
vide jobs for the unemployed 
in these states were announced 
today by the U. S. Department 
of Commerce. 

The Department’s Area Rede- 
velopment Administration said 
the two industrial projects In- 
volve a total Federal invest- 
ment uf $45,180 and will help 
create 93 direct and directly 
related new jobs. A technical 
assistance project for which a 
contract is under negotiation, 
will help the City of Detroit 
determine the job-creating po- 
tential and other economic 
benefits which might result 
from establishment in the City 
of a research park. 

Industrial and technical as- 
sistance projects such as these 
are part of the ARA program 
to cembat unemployment in 
redevelopment areas. Other 
means available to the econom- 
ically hard-hit areas are loans 
and grants for puiolic facilities 
such as sewerage and water 
systems needed by communi- 
ties in connection with indus- 
trial development and job re- 
training programs to help 
equip jobless workers with 
new skills for available em- 
ployment in their areas.
